THE SOVIET no w has cele­ 
brated the 46th anniv ersary o f 
the g reat 
Bo lshev ik takeo v er. 
Once mo re this was do ne with 
tall talk o f wo rldwide wo rker 
and peasant rev o lt, alo ng with 
g reat flex ing o f military mu s- 
cit and threats to u nbeliev ers 
who still 
cling 
to capitalism. 
Fo r the lig ht that flared in Mo s­ 
co w in 1917 was ex pected to 
enlig hten the wo rld. 
Ev ery where, acco rding to the 
Marx ian 
g o spel, 
the 
middle 
Cass was to be liquidated and 
after a brief pro letarian dicta­ 
to rship the natio nal state with 
its 
g o v ernment 
wo uld 
wither 
away . 
So me su ch happy dream was 
essential to inspire the Ru ssian 
peo ple and to assu re the su p­ 
po rt o f the po liticians and ide­ 
o lo g ists who had, perhaps to 
their su rprise, mo v ed into the 
v acu u m created by imperial co l- 
lanse in war. 
Lenin, o nce installed as lo ad­ 
er and sy mbo l o f rev o lutio n, 
co nfessed that he had no plans 
to o perate the natio n o nce he 
had it in his hands. 
“ 1 do no t kno w o f any so cial­ 
ist who has dealt with these 
pro blems.”

said.

po litician in him asserted itself. 
In 1920 he said he needed “ to 
g iv e the masses a stu nning , u n­ 
impeded pro spect to wo rk fo r.”

Alway s, 
there mu st be the pro spect o f 
happy day s to co me, when the 
mo therland 
o f 
co mmu nism 
mig ht fatten fro m the co u ntries 
that wo uld jo in the cult. 
The masses mu st find spirit­ 
ual no u rishment in g reat ex pec­ 
tatio ns, 
ev en 
while 
phy sical 
no u rishment fell sho rt. 


IT HAS BEEN thu s with ev ery 
g reat mo v ement in the past. The 
early Christians faced su ffering 
and 
persecu tio n becau se they 
believ ed their ex ample wo uld 
inspire o thers o v er the wo rld. 
The dedicated Mo slems in the 
Middle Ag es swept o v er No rth 


Africa and spread into Eu ro pe. 
The French rev o lu tio nists had 
hardly finished cu tting o ff the 
heads o f members o f the Old 
Reg ime befo re they beg an the 
co nqu est o f Eu ro pe. 
And Americans mu st realize 
that their o wn fo rebears, hav ­ 
ing established repu blican insti­ 
tu tio ns at ho me, co nceiv ed o f 
establishing similar institu tio ns 
ev ery where. Liberty , their co n­ 
cept o f liberty , sho u ld enlig hten 
the wo rld. 
But in all su ch instances the 
cru sade slo wed up as the miles 
fro m the center mu ltiplied. In 
the far-o ff reaches, 
new do c­ 
trines. 
despite 
v irile 
ev ang e­ 
lism. either hav e been rejected 
o r hav e taken new fo rms ac­ 
co rding to nativ e traditio ns and 
circu mstances. 
This 
pattern 
has been 
fo l­ 
lo wed in the wo rld Co mmu nist 
mo v ement. The fo rmu la o f re­ 
v o lt is easy to pro ject o v er the 
wo rld, 
o r 
ev ery where 
there 
are peo ple who are weary and 
heav y 
laden, 
and tho se 
who 
g o v ern are alway s reg arded as 
enemies o f “ the peo ple.” 
But tro u ble starts in what is 
called the implementatio n o f a 
rev o lu tio nary o rder. It mu st be 
remembered that Ru ssia had a

THE FORMS o f co mmu nism 
which hav e dev elo ped in the far 
reaches o f So v iet influ ence are 
strang e.

Kremlin is fearfu l o f the flam­ 
ing rev o lts it has ig nited. Cer­ 
tainly that is tru e o f Red China. 
Perhaps — and this is pu re 
specu latio n — Khru shchev , de­ 
spite his bo asts and his threats 
and his v acillatio n, has co me to 
realize that he needs the West

qu asi-Co mmu nist states. 
The West has fo o d and g o o ds 
fo r his peo ple. The “ new’ na­ 
tio ns hav e

needs. He is no t Atlas su ppo rt­ 
ing the wo rld. Cuba has been a 
co stly co nqu est fo r him. He has 
no desire to streng then what 
may be satellites o f Red China 
o r free-wheeling states. 
As a realist he mu st kno w 
that the idea o f wo rldwide co m­ 
mu nism was “ o f su ch stuff as 
dreams are made o n.”

The m at in fro nt o f the do o r 
m ay 
say “ welco me, 
bu t the 
thresho ld m ay be so wo rn and 
bro ken that it g iv es the no tio n 
no o ne liv es inside. 
The 
thresho ld, 
o r 
do o rsill, 
pro bably g ets mo re wear than 
any thing else in the ho u se. It 
w ears do wn, g ets beaten by the 
w eather and is su bject to de­ 
cay . Once it starts to wear, it 
fails to serv e its main pu rpo se, 
that o f clo sing the g ap between 
do o r and flo o r. 
Frequ ent 
painting 
fo llo w­ 
ing 
a 
tho ro u g h 
sanding , 
o f 
co u rse—with a g o o d g rade o f 
flo o r and deck enamel will do 
mu ch to make a do o rsill last 
lo ng er. Calking all jo ints aro u nd 
the sill also will pro lo ng its 
life by keeping o u t mo istu re. 


BUT WHEN IT BECOMES 
badly wo rn o r sho ws sig ns o f 
ro tting , its best to replace the 
do o rsill with a new o ne. 
Mo st lu mber dealers carry 
sto ck thresho lds. 
If 
y o u can’t 
find the ex act size, g et o ne a 
little larg er and cu t it do wn 
Remo v e the o ld thresho ld in 
o ne piece, if po ssible. It can 
then serv e as a pattern fo r the 
new o ne. Open the do o r all the 
way so that it clears the thresh­ 
o ld. If it do esn’t clear it, then 
rem o v e the do o r fro m its hin­ 
g es. 
Nex t, remo v e the do o r sto p. 
This is the thin strip o f wo o d 
that is fastened v ertically to 
the do o r jam b. Use a chisel and 
g ently pry u p the do o r sto p so 
that y o u do n't crack o r break 
it. 
IN MANY CASES THIS may 
be eno u g h to allo w y o u to pry 


u p the o ld thresho ld. If the 
edg es are u nder the jam b as 
well, y o u m ay hav e m o re tro u ­ 
ble. If y o u can’t pry it u p u se 
a m allet and chisel to split the 
o ld thresho ld. 
Ano ther metho d is to cu t the 
o ld sill flu sh with the jam b 
with a backsaw. In this case, 
the new m aterial will hav e to 
be m easu red 
acco rding ly , 
so 
that it wo n’t fit u nder the jam b 
bu t flu sh with pieces o f the o ld 
m aterial still u nder the jam b. 
If there are o ld nails still left 
sticking u p o nce y o u ’v e pried 
u p the o ld thresho ld, remo v e 
the. Do no t po u nd them in. 
MEASURE THE NEW thresh­ 
o ld 
and 
trim where needed. 
When y o u are su re o f the fit, 
co at the u nderside o f it with a 
ro o fing co mpo u nd. Co at the su r­ 
face o n which it rests as well. 
Drill pilo t ho les fo r the fin­ 
ishing nails to av o id splitting . 
Make the ho les slig htly sm aller 
than the nails. Stag g er the ho les 
o n bo th sides o f the cener. Set 
the nails so that the heads are 
belo w the su rface. 
Be su re to calk where thresh­ 
o ld rests o n ex terio r su rfaces 
and alo ng o ther jo ints. Do this 
befo re painting .
